the Natnr.il History and Mineral Speci- 
mens. These specimens were such us arc 
actually used in the Hltidy of Niilurtil His- 
thry in the school, without, having made 
special collect ion or preparation 
The al- 


coholic specimens were not generally rare, 
hut were such as would be useful for illus- 
tration 
The bird skins were not mounted 


for display, but were loft in Ihe shape in 
which wings, beaks, cluws, etc., might 
best bo studied in actual handling 
The 


display of minerals was very line, show- 
ing us many curiosities. 
The collection 


of old books was up to the standard, 
having among their display the oldest 
books on exhibition 
On the table could 


bo seen nicely Sound manuscripts, show- 
inp the exact work'of o'ach pupil in Ihe 
various departments during tin past year. 
Tho slate work was also very nicely done 
The whole was perfectly decorated with 
large handsome bouquets. 
Without go- 


ing any lurthcr into details, we would add 
that, we thought this the finest display, 
and we have since ascertained that the 
committee thought so ton, as BUDA "took 
the blue," both on general display and 
letter-writing.
